'a third world wtr is not the an

commencement and 105th anniver- 
sary of the University of 
South 


Carolina, Wilson declared ' we can 
not knock out false, ideas 
with 


bullets; we must counter and;de- 
stroy them with the truth, 'with 
superior ideas and tound philoso 
phy." 


In cautioning against attempting 


t ieliminate the Communist threat 
by another global conflict, he de- 
fense chief said: 


"Even a vistory in such o war 


could be purchased only at the cost 
of such horrible waste and destruc- 
tion that the course of human pro- 
gress would be set bark many dec- 
ades. And even after the neces- 
sary reconstruction after such a 
victory in a third world war, the 
free world would still have the 
problem of what to do with the 
vanquished and how to establish 
conditions of peace in the world."
